CHICAGO, Nov. 29.—There was no new 


developments in the northwestern war 
here to-day. 
President Cable, of the 


Rock Island road, in an interview, gave 
expression to about the same sentiment 
as that contained in the note of St. John 
to the press. He said if the St. Paul road 
carried out its threat of putting on a last 
train between Chicago and St. Paui, the 
Rock Island would discount inducements 
in time by inducements in rates. The 
northwestern officials, who have been in 
New York, will reach this city to-morrow 
morning, and an attempt will be made to 
secure a conference of the warring mana- 
gers toaturday. 


MILWAUKEE, Nov. 29.—The manage- 


ment of the C. M. & St. P, road has or 
dered a general cutting down of run- 
ning expenses, m consequence of which 
a number of employes will be| dis- 
charged. The hours of labor in the large 
machine shops of the road in the Me 
nomonee valley have been fixed at nine 
hours per day by consent of the men, to 
avoid the discharge of a large number of 
operatives. 


Bob Lincoln and <Jen. Swaim. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—The complica- 


tions between the secretary of war and 
Judge Advocate General Swaim are as tar 
from settlement as ever, notwithstanding 
statements to the contrary, the latest be 
ing relative to a transfer of an office^ from 
one branch of the service to another. 
Secretary Lincoln decided that it wouhl 
be illegal to authorize the chaage, and 
the friends of the interested party laid 
the matter before Gen. Swaim. The lat- 
ter, after consulting all the authorities, 
declared the sulject was optional with 
the Sfcretary, and that the law had no 
bearing 011 the case. The controversy is 
not yet decided, although the secretary 
assumed the responsibility of sending the 
officer in question to an obscure post. 
Such action on his part angered the army 
ring, W|hich had endeavorled to secure a 
modification of the order, but finding ca 
jolery would not suffice, threats weie sub 
stituted and the influence of the ring ex 
er*ed. The secretary's only answer to 
their interrogatories was that he proposed 
to run the, war department after his own 
fashion without being influenced by fear 
or favor. 


Jay Gould's New ~£acht. 


WASHIHGTON. D. C., Nov. 29.—Cramp 


who is building Jay Gould's yacht, has 
been here in consultafion with the Naval 
Advisory Board. He says that his con- 
tract with Gould ia not to give him any 
definite number of knots, but to do the 
best that could be dgne a vessel Si2 feet 
long, witli 'a fixed breadth pf beam. He 
says that Gould cannot bear to be tantal- 
ized. There is a New York silk dealer 
named Jarret who lives above Gould on 
the Hudson. He has a yacht 112 feet long 
which Habitually passes Gould's present 
yacht on the river. Jarret, it seems, tas 
a vicious way of coining down and firing 
a gun as he passes Gould's landing. Then 
when he pa*ses him on the river he 
beckons to him in a mocking and dread- 
ful way from the deck of the yacht. 
Gould has no idea of going around the 
world, but he does intend to stop tnis im- 
pertinence on the part of Jarret. The new 
yacht will be nearly all boilers and en- 
gines, and will probably be the fastest 
vessel ever built. 


A Noble Gang. 


ELMIKA, N. Y.,Nov. 29.—A remarkable 


report made public to day says that a 
small colony of Italians has been camp- 
ing and begging near Wellsburg, a few 
miles trom the Pennsylvania line. [They 
observed gipsy-like habits, the company 
being composed of about equal numbeis 
of men, women, babes and trained black 
bears. They departed Thursday in their 
rude dog carts, passing through Elmira, 
•and the police drove them out of town 
quickly. Now the statement fs made by 
a citizen of Wellsburg who observed 
their habits that one of the Italian infants 
died in camp and was, in lieu of -burial, 
fed to the bears. There is good evidence 
that the inhuman parents stood by and 
saw the beasts tear and devour the in- 
fant's body.

Frayne was arrested immediately. 


audience supposed the victim was only slight- 
ly hurt. Frayne used a Stevens rifle, 22-cali- 
bre, and was executing a backward shot. 
The catch-snap of the rifle was imperfect, 
and slipped just as the hammer fell, blowing 
the cartridge backward. 
When the curtain 


went down after the Jatal shot, tha excite- 
ment behind the scenes was so great as to 
create alarm lest a panic might ensue in the 
audience. Frayne's cries and lamentations 
were so violent that he was heard before the 
curtain. 
Manager F. Fennessy was too 


much excited to say anything, but sent a 
fnend to the front to say that the accident 
was light, and the play would not proceed 
further. The audience t^ien retired hi ordar, 
though ona lady fainted.

nessy took charge of Frayne, and though the 
latter demanded to ba Idcked up, he got Mr.

A 
state temperance convention is therefore 
balled to meet at Topeka, January 9 and 10, 
1883, to discuss the present situation and to 
lay plans ror the future, and an, earnest ap- 
peal is made for temperance people to again 
rally under the banner of prohibition. 


The quarreling Managers. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 30.—Merrill, of the St. Paul, 


•ays he intends now to carry the railroad war 
into Africa. The other side shall have all 
they want. He said the demands of tha Bock 
Island road were unreasonable. The earn- 
ings of his road during the week, which in- 
cluded the first three days of the war, only 
fell off one thousand dollars. He now pro- 
poses to make such reduction in time to St 
Paul that the Rock Island road cannot meet 
it, namely: To leave Chicago at 8:30 a. m. 
and arrive at St. Paul at 9:30 p. m., reducing 
running time six hours, and obviate sleeping 
cars. It is expected other measures will fol- 
low on either side, and the war ba hotter for 
the future than ever. 


The Bush for Dakota. 


HTOON, D. T., Nov. 30.-While the rush of 


settlers to this section is truly marvelous 
some of the reports which have appeared in 
eastern papers are erroneous, and dispatches 
sent from here have been garbled. The true 
magnitude of the increase of population may 
be judged from the business of the Huron 
land office. During the first forty days it 
was in operation 479,200 acres were entered. 
Tnese er tries represent an increase of pop 
ulation of about 10,000 in the few counties 
composing this district alone, in a little over 
a month, and this during the whiter season 
This growth of population is astonishing am 
demonstrates that Dakota will ere long have 
a million inhabitants. 


The Grand Forks Herald's Libel Suit 


GBAND FOBKS, D. T., Nov. 80.—In the Her- 


ald libel suit for $10,000, brought by J. P 
Casselman, the defendants demurred, alleg- 
ing that the complaint did not state facts 
sufficient to constitute a libel, and that the 
said offense alleged to have been made by 
the defendant was not a libel.

At about 9:30 Wednesday merninir fire 


was discovered in the restaurant of Mack 
& Drury, llandan, suppled to have 
caught from a defecfve fiue, and in less 
than five minutes the building was in 
flaftoes. The wind was high' and the 
flames spread both ways. The terror- 
stricken people worked like heroes, out 
beyond saving a few goods it was ol no 
avail. A iow of stores, where eight per 
cent, insurance ia paid is as good a thing 
as a fire wants.

Commissioners Judge P. C. Shannon of 


Yankton, GOT. Newton Edmunds, of 
Yankton, J. H. Teller of Cleveland, Ohio, 
and Interpreter Rev. S. D. Hinman, of the 
Indian bureau, at Washington, compos- 
ing the commission appointed by the 
government for the purpose ^f visiting 
the different tribes interested in the great, 
Sioux reservation arrived in the city last 
evening en route to Standing Hock agency. 
Dealing that the river could not be crossed 
at Fort Yates the commission went over 
to Mandan last evening, where transpor- 
tation 
was 
in 
waiting 
to 
take 


them 
to 
their 
destination. 
The 


object of the commission is to see 
what will best please the Indians of the 
various agencies. There are now five 
agencies ou the 3ioux reservation, and it 
is the desire of tho government to extin- 
guish the title of the Sioux to their great 
reservation and give theui separate resev 
vations of sufficient size to accommodate 
them, the balance of the reservation to 
be purchased by the government. 
Tfhis 


scheme will probably prove satisfactory 
to the Indians, as under the present' ar. 
rangement there i? more or less jealousy 
existing. For instance the lndians\ at 
Standing Eock do not like the idea of the 
Indians at other agencies having a voice 
in the management of the lands about 
Standing Rock, and the same feeling ex- 
ists on the other side. The commission 
has no definite line ot action, it is sim- 
ply to find out what the Indians desire 
most, and then to recommend to the gov- 
ernment a plan for helping these Indians 
to attain a degree of civilization by giving 
them stock aud implements for the pur- 
pose of taking care of themselves. This 
scheme is one that Maj. McLaughlin re- 
commended last spring when called upon 
to make a report on the matter, and that 
it is a good one and that it will be" ac- 
ceptable to the Indians is proyen by the 
result of the commission's work thus far. 
The commission was organized Oct. 2d 
and visited the San tee agency in Nebraska, 
where 800 of the ban tees are living out- 
side of the reservation, bat having prop- 
erty rights in it. They were found to be 
making' good headway toward civiliza- 
tion, with schools and churches. They 
desiied to remain where they were and 
to accept a reasonable consideration for 
their rights in the reservation. From 
there the commission visited the Pine 
Ridge ageney in southwestern Dakota, 
within the reservation. 
Here about 8,000 


Ogalalla Sioux are quarteied. Here they 
were met by a splendid delegation of 
mounted police Indians bearing tkem- 
selves in true military style, and imme- 
diately afterward Red Cloud was present- 
ed to them. Here members and councils 
were held and tke wish was expressed for 
a separate reservation, where they could 
raise cattle, cultivate the soil, and learn 
civilization. They have a large govern- 
ment school, and are doing well. The 
next agency visited was the R >se Bud, 
where there are nearly 8,000 Brule Sioux. 
Young Spotted Tail and. Swift Bear are 
the principal men here. The Indians 
here are anxious to have a separate reser- 
| vation, and to have more schools for their 


I children. Spotted Tail lives a civilized

EDITOR BISMARCK TRIBUNE: .Sir—I 


am prompted by a desire to enlighten my 
fellow creatures on the merits of Dakota, 
to relate my one year's experience t,o 
them, through your widely circulated 
paper, feeling that it will interest some 
and "be verified by others whose experi- 
ence has been similar to mine. Believing 
tlial the late lamented H. G. had made 
one wise remark in his life I seized my 
gripsacK just one year ago and shook the 
dust of the great city of New York from 
my\shoe3, and struck out direct for the 
"Big; Muddy," via Bismarck. 
I was 


much surpiised on my arrival there to 
find a flourishing city filled with able and 
shiewd business men, instead of what I 
had supposed from iny experience .in 
more eastern places, where a five-year-old 
village still remains an infant. I have no 
lots iu Bismarck, and no property inlei- 
est, but in passing do not hesitate to say 
that I predict for it a brilliant future if 
rightly governed by honest men; and 
from the result of the late election it 
would seem that the ring, which had m a 
measure controlled the local offices, had 
lost its grip, and from this time on good 
government.is assured, much of which is 
due to the bold and fearless stand taken 
by the TRIBUNE. Chance has cast my 
destiny 75 miles south of Bismarck on the 
east side of the mighty Missouri, where I 
find a similar country to that adjacent to 
Bismarck. I did not come here for my 
health (though I have gained much in 
that way), but to raise live stock tnd take 
up farming land, which is alike free to 
all. Barring the inconveniences of a 
sparsely settled country, bordering on the 
great Sioux Indian reservatioorl^can truly 
say thit niy efforts have been HMSt satis- 
factory. It being about 46<3 north latitude 
it would naturally be .supposed that the 
winters would be very cold, but 1 have 
not found it so. My stock- grazed out all 
winter without shelter, except tha^furn- 
ished by nature in the timber along the 
river and in ravines; and they looked 
like eastern stall fed cattle.in the spring, 
sleek und fat .as moles. This being my 
first year! I did not do much in the agri- 
cultural j line, but what I did try turned 
out surprisingly well- Oats ran from six- 
ty to ei.. hty bushels to the acre; potatoes, 
ct rn, onions, peas, and all the common 
garden vegetables grew abundantly.' I 
have seen potatoes weighing tour pounds, 
and sound as a nut all through, and cab- 
bage weighing from twenty-five to forty 
pounds, raited here with scarcely an ef- 
fort at cultivation, and other preducts,jthe 
sight of which would cause a back-east 
farmer to blush and go and club himself 
for having toiled on a scanty, Sfony, 
stumpy and high-pi iced farm of poor 
land, while here are unlimited quantities 
ol the richest soil,|unbroktn and practical- 
ly unknown except to ibe Indian, buffalo 
and coyote. The Indian is now a ward of 
the government, and is perfectly willing 
to be as long as he is so well-fed and has 
everything he needs without having t • 
soil his 'hands. 
He is unarmed and 


peaceablep His cousin* the coyote, gives 
no annoyance, and the buffalo, deer, ante- 
lope and other animals of the chase v?.illf< 
soon be things of the past, all swept away 
by the mighty flow of immigration that is 
pouring in. And is to be wondered at?

known throughout the land, and people 
are not slow to accept the verdict ot sach 
a tribunal. No belter proof of the fertili-

THE report which was circulated a few days 


ago to the effect that the North Pacific com- 
pany had sold some millions of acres of land 
west of the Missouri, and was to take pre- 
ferred stock in payment, is erroneous beyond 
a doubt, as preferred stock cannot be applied 
to payment for lands on that portion of the 
grant. The rumor probably originated from 
the sale which is said to have been consum- 
mated of the company's lands east of the 
Missouri. There is more color of troth in 
Jhis report, though there is, nevertheless, 
setae doubt as to its correctness, as will be 
seen from the subjoined paragraph from the 
Minneapolis Tribune: A paragraph in the 
Wall street article of the New York Post yes- 
terday intimates that the reported sale of a 
large block of North Pacific lands to an east- 
ern syndicate has been consummated.

No person who 
abandons his residence on his own land 
to reside on publi c land in the same state 
or territory or who owns 320 acres of 
land is entitled o the benefits of the pre- 
eniption laws. If is held, however, that 
this does not app y to a house and lot in 
town. Claims cannot be transferred un- 
til Ititle is prefefic ted. The second filing 
of a declaratory s tatement, by any pre- 
emptor, when first filing was legal in all 
resloects, is prohibited.

The present Secretary of the In- 
terior has decided that a declaratory state- 
ment made before the tract has been set- 
tled upon and improved by applicant is 
void.

CUANGE-OP ENTRY. 


Sometimes an error is made in the de- 


scription of a tract of Innd, either by the 
party himself or the person who makes 
out the papers, etc., etc., whereby the en- 
try describes lands different from that 
intended to have been entered and differ- 
.ent from that improved; in such, eases 
the general land office at Washington 
upon proper application, accompanied" 
by affidavit setting forth the facts will 
consider such, and if they deem the' evi- 
dence to be sufficient, allow the entry to' 
be amended or changed. But a party 
who neglects to examine the character of 
land entered by him must suffer the con- 
sequences. 
He cannot be allowed to 
make another entry.- - 


UKSUHVEYED LANDS. 


Persons who settle on unsurveyed lands 


are allowed three mouths from date of 
the receipt of the plats embracing their 
claims, at the district land office, to file 
their homesteads or declaratory state- 
ments, and their time relates back to 
date of settlement; hence a party can 
make final proof for his land as soon as 
the plat is received at the local land of- 
fice and his entry is registered, provided 
that he has occupied the land for six 
months.

DENVKB, Col., Nov. 24.—That the mails be- 


tween Denver and eastern cities, particularly 
New York, Cleveland and Buffalo, are being 
systematically and suijesaf ally robbed there 
is n6 doubt. The New York and eastern 
mail, which left Denver December 20,1881, 
never reached its destination, and since that 
time losses are almost constantly being re- 
ported. 
The postal authorities claim te 


have thus far been so successful as to locate 
the trouble east of the Missouri river, but 
still robberies continue'under the very eyes 
of the postal authorities. Real losses in val- 
uables and currency can hardly be estimated, 
qut losses in drafts and bills of exchange and 
postal money orders will aggregate over 
$6,000. Of coufisa these losses are not real 
losses, but our banks and business houses 
have been forced to make their transfers of 
money through the express companies, much 
to their cost and inconvenience. More re- 
cent robberies occurred on October 2, 17 and 
31, and November 7.

So far as 
the road was concerned, he believed it to 
be one of the very best in the United 
States. Its bed, rail, and culverts and 
bridges Were equal to the best built road* 
in Vhe middle stales.

The New York Herald was ably man- 


aged for twenty years by Frederick Hud- 
son, who is still remembered as a first- 
class journalist. His pay had not been 
liberal, andJiaj^as an economist. Since 
then it hau been under th« control of a 
man who grew up in the establishment 
and who is still known by the familiar 
name of Early Days. "Tom 
Connery," 


as he is called, is the eon of the late Ed. 
ward D. Connery, formerly a Herald re- 
porter, who was glad to earn $15 per 
week. He had a tarn for politics, and in 
1856 was elected coroner. The next 
spring the Burdell tragedy occurred, and 
the case went into the hands ot Coroner 
Connery, who thus came before the pub- 
lic with unusuaj prominence. 
The 


elder Connery, who has been de id many 
years, little dreamed of the distinction to 
be achieved by his son. The Utter grew 
up in the Herald establishment, and thus 
learned tbe importance of the humblest 
duties. He was always faithful and ef- 
ficient, and hence won gradual promo- 
tion, until at last Bennett gave him en- 
tiie control. He has held tin's important 
position for a doien years with a degree 
of success which fa/exceeds his own ex- 
pectation or that ooJlje' proprietor, but 
netwithstandin/iis'aifflnHy, he remains 
"Tom Conner^/ 


The manager of the Herald receives 
,' 


$12,000 a year, and hence outranks all 
other salaried men in the recoids of jour- 
nalism This is best proof of his value, 
it being Bennett's rule to secure the best 
services without rtgai d to cost. In per- 
sonal appearance the manager ol the 
Herald is plain and unassuming. One 
beholds a rather tall and careworn man, 
whose whole appearance indicates work. 
His countenance has ihat peculiar ex- 
pression found among members of the 
ecclesiastical profession, and this may be 
the reason why he is sometimes called 
"Father Tom." The first time, indeed, 
that I saw him I would have taken him 
for a priest. His mode of life is plain 
and his habits are regular. He comes 
down at two o'clock and calls the leading 
writers into his room, where the usual 
council is held. The leading questions 
of the day are discussed, and each gives 
his opinions; after which the themes are 
assigned, and all return to gtheir offices 
and proceed with their task*. Next is 
the inevitable rush of callers, who may 
have "been Ions: in waiting, and whose 
cards meet a rapid glance. Onothird of 
the number may be favored with an inter- 
view, while the remainder are politely 
declined 
The work becomes more press- 


ing as the hours advance, and before mid- 
night the manager feels the tiemendous 
pressure of a journal whose columns will 
in a few hours not only be read by half 
the world, but will also soon be scanned 
by the severely ciitical eye of the proprie- 
tor. Long service has accustomed him 
to this duty, but its responsibility never 
ceases, and wherever he may go ii f -llowa 
him. By two o'clock in the inoining he 
may reach home and try to seeL refuge 
from his burden in sleep. He has a1 so 
the assurance of a pension in cage ot dis- 
ability incurred m the Htrala's service. 
Bennett's rule is to lake care of his veter- 
ans, and he has in this point set a good . 
example to the business community.
